Twenty 
bombs fell on Europa point in the 
16-minute raid. 

There were no reports that any 
warships were hit, although the 
raid hastened departure of cli- 
vilians from the British fortress 
town. 

Long-range Italian 
subjected the towering 
30-minute pre-dawn attack Dut 
made off southwards after being 
picked out by searchlights and an- 
tiaircraft batteries. The British 
said no casualties resulted. 

Reports from just across. the 
border in Spain said four persons, 
one a woman, were killed and 37 
injured by more than a score of 
bombs dropped by six Italian 
bombers.

This is virtually all that is left 
of France’s active fleet, since the 
British wrecked some of her war- 
ships off Morocco and immobilized 
others at Alexandria early this 
month. 

Nazis Claim Heavy Losses. 

The admiralty said the ‘free 
Frenchmen” are under Vice Ad- 
miral Emile Musilier, appointed by 
General Charles De Gaulle, whom 
Britain recognizes as the leader of 
Frenchmen “not in bondage.” 

The attack on the 21l-ship con- 
voy occurred Thursday, but the 
Stukas were over the south and 
southeast coast and channel 
reaches again yesterday and the 
German high command broadcast 
a claim that its co-operating “mos- 
quito boats” had sunk four mer- 
chant ships totalling 34,000 tons 
off Brighton.

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The Pardon Situation 


The system of parole for convicted criminals 

is a desirable part of modern penal administra- 

ion. Likewise the prerogative of a governor to 

ssue a pardon in circumstances which seem to 

im fitting is a proper and needed provision of 
he law. 

There are, undoubtediy, numerous cases 

here the interests of the individual and of 
| iety alike are best served by permitting the 
convicted man to serve at least part of his term 
)as a parolee. Similarly there are cases where 
_the ability of a governor to issue pardons cor- 
‘rects injustice. 

{ However, both the parole system and the 
‘pardoning prerogative can be abused. Whole- 
gale issuance of pardons and the repeated 
paroling of men, convicted of serious crime, 
before they have served a single day behind 
prison bars, is a dengerous practice and one 
which can result only in weakening publie con- 
fidence in law and its enforcement and In 
bringing the courts into. disrepute. 
It is unfair both to the enforcement ofticers 
| nd the general public when known criminals, 
convicted of sérious infringements of the law, 
ware restored to complete liberty without service 
of any part of the sentence legally and right- 
fully imposed by a judge after a jury of their 
peers has found them guilty. 
¥ Nothing can be more discouraging to sincere 
‘and loyal officers, in their task of enforcing the 
laws and apprehending violators, than to see 
itheir work, time and again, thus turned to 
naught and to have to rearrest lawbreakers whe 
jhave been turned loose before. 

In Georgia there have, apparently, been too 
many criminals thus allowed, by high officials, 
to escape the punishment they have rightfully 
incurred. 

i In recent days it has become known, for 
instance, that five former police officers of 
“Atlanta, convicted of accepting bribes to wink 
at infractions of the law, have been paroled 
or pardoned without any one of them serving a 
single day of the prison sentences imposed. 
“Only one is still behind the jail bars and had 
whe not shown exceedingly poor judgment in 
esetting drunk before his case was finally set- 
Hthed, he, too, in all probability. would have 
: enjoyed the blessings of parole or pardon. 
There are few crimes more abhorrent than 
» the crime of the officer, charged with the sworn 
@uty of enforcing the law, who accepts money 
‘to permit violations. He is recreant to public 
trust, he is a traitor to the cause to which he 
has sworn undying allegiance. 

There may be ostensibly logical reasons for 
every pardon granted by Governor Rivers 
throughout his term of office. There may be 
sound argument for every pardon and every 
parole recommended by the State Board of 
Pardons and Paroles. 

Yet the fact remains there have been a re- 
/markable number of cases in which extreme 
clemency has been shown. 

_ Similarly, during the administration of Gov- 
‘ernor Talmadge, the paroles and pardons 
‘mounted to excessive totals.

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The Worth of the TVA 


The Tennessee Valley Authority has taken on 
a new aspect in the eyes of the general public 
under the rapidly expanding national defense 
program. The basic values of the TVA program 
have too long been obscured in the electric 
power dispute, and the defense program now 
will tend to focus public attention on the long 
range principles which governed the establish- 
ment of the authority. 

The TVA is chiefly significant as a new unit 
in the field of government in this country. That 
significance largely has been buried in the maze 
of power transmission lines. It now will be 
brought home to the people. The value of the 
TVA as an experiment in regional and eo- 
operative government will be spotlighted by the 
major role it must play in the national defense 
program, and out of this will develop a great 
industrial section where before there has been 
little but an indiscriminate waste of natural 
resources. 
power smokescreen, the

of planning which has made the entire river 
basin of the Tennessee an integrated unit capa- 
ble of vast service to the American people. For 
about seven years the TVA has been marshall- 
ing the facts that today will chart the develop- 
ment of the section into a balanced economy 
of incalculable value.

It was 
because of this that within a few days after 
the defense program was instituted the TVA 
and the defense commission requested $25.000.,-

long term unit in the development of the valley. 
Pressing defense needs made it an immediate 
necessity, and it is a safe assumption that the

region. 

The emergency is being met without fan- 
fare.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

ENGLAND AND THE BOMBERS WASHINGTON, July 26.-— 
The experts hesitate to 


make exact predictions, bui are inclined to expect the all-out attack 
on England within the next four days. For those watching the 
European confliet with the slightest sense of its import to the 
United States, time now passes slowly, hour piling upon hour. 
Every minute of every day is filled with the unbearable suspense 
of the few instants between ‘the first thundering roar of ithe moun- 
tain avalanche, and the moment when the fate of the peaceful! valley 
town is finally decided. 

There is no use trying to estimate the edds. German air su- 
periority is still immense. British naval power. already hampered 
by having to guard the long line of communications threugh the 
Mediterranean, will be at a disadvantage in the narrew waters of 
the channel. Those who think that the brute power of machines 
is now all that counts give England almest no chance at all. Those 
who still place some value on morale believe that England is an 
even bet. 

What courage will be shown by the English, the days of Dun- 
kerque have already proved.. A lone woman who left her house 
on the channel, crossed to Dunkerque in an open boat, fished two 
soldiers out of the inferno of the harbor and brought them safely 
home. She may be taken as a symbol of the spirit with which 
the English people are meeting this great test. As for the horrors 
ahead, they too have been foreshadewed. Twa flights ef German 
bombers, 400 each, in 13 minutes leveled a square mile of sur- 
rendered Rotierdam and killed many innocent people. 

A single flight. of bombers utterly wiped out the prosperous 
Freneh town of Gien, killing over a third of the population and 
leaving all but a handful of the rest wounded and maimed. These 
bombers are symbols of what the English must expect. 

In this tiny moment in time before the horrors

have materialized, the inexplicable puzzle is 
the attitude of the men here in Washington who fully grasp the 
situation. The President und his entourage; the leading officials of 
the State Department: the government economists; the chief men 
of the War and Navy departments—all these are in substantial 
agreement on the meaning to this country of England’s fate. 

{if England goes under, the War Department anticipates out- 
breaks of really serious trouble in South Ameriea in a few weeks. 
The Navy Department frankly lives in acute fear of the dav when 
the remains of the British navy and the great British shipyards 
may be in German hands. The State Department shudders at the 
mere thought of the diplomatic problems German victory will raise. 
And the leading government economists openly prophesy that, with 
Hitler ruling all Europe and a vast colonial empire as the greatest 
slave state in world history, the American economy will not long 
Survive in its present shape. 

The picture is dark indeed. To brighten it there are only a few 
hopeful expedients, such as the State Department's hemispheric co- 
operative plan now being discussed at Havana, which even its spon- 
sors admit is too grandiose and difficult of execution to be a sure 
reliance. Yet, all this being known to every moderately well- 
informed man, no one seems to be surprised ‘that nothing more is 
being done to help England. 

There are many things which Eng-

land now desperately needs. So 


serious is her situation, so close may be the struggle, that a mere 
handful of destroyers, a few bundred pilots or a couple of hundred 
long-range bombing planes may perhaps decide the outcome in 
England’s favor. And there can be no doubt that, from the Presi- 
dent down, the great majority of important men in the executive 
branch of the government would like to supply England’s needs 
with everything in their power to give. The President makes no 
bones about his inclinations in his private talks. Neither do any 
of the men around him. 

They take it for granted that the only question to be properly 
considered in supplying England is how far it is wise to weaken 
our national defense in a gamble on England’s survival. They 
assume without discussing the matter that unneutral acts against 
Germany are of no importance, since a victorious Germany will deal 
with the United States in accord with her crude interests. and not 
in obedience to the rules of international law. 

Yet nothing is done, either to give the people some sense of the 
acuteness of the situation, or to offer England such practical aid 
as is within our power. Men like Senators Burton K. Wheeler, 
Bennett Champ Clark and David I. Walsh seem to have paralyzed 
the administration. Not only has the President immensely restricted 
his former aid-the-Allies policy as being too difficult under the 
present law, he has also firmly resisted several men around him 
who want him to demand a change in the law. If he told the country 
the situation exactly as he sees it. such a change might be pro- 
cured despite all the objections of the Walshes, Wheelers and Clarks. 
And as one man close to him remarked, “Evén if we can’t get the 
things done we want, the case of Winston Churcill proves there’s a 
certain value in having been right.”

A BIT OF HISTORY It takes, according te an old adage, nine 


‘ tailors te make a man. We have, been 
used to that. 


But now that we are inp a hurry for guns and tanks and planes, 
it disturbs us to learn that it requires nine months, if not 12, merely 
to get ready to begin to make 9,000 airplane motors. And it is 
startling to learn that, despite our mastery over the machine, the 
first of the new tanks will not begin to roll from the assembly line 
for 10 months or a year. 

And three years for a battleship seems (and is) a long period 
of waiting. 

A historian recently pointed out we would not be able te do as 
well as we are todav had it not been for Eli Whitney, inventor 
of the cotton gin. This gentleman argued Whitney's claim to fame 
should rest on the fact that he was the first te shew us the art 
of mass production. And not on the cotton gin. 

In 1798 Thomas Jefferson. who was against the creating of in- 
dustries in this country as well as against a third term, signed a 
contract with Whitney wherein Whitney agreed to produce for the 
army 10,000 muskets in two years. At the end of the first year 
only 500 had been delivered. This was at the rate of less than two 
per day. At the end of two years the order still was about 9,000 
short and deliveries ceased. 

Whitney was called to Washington. 
box. On arrival he quickly assembled 10 muskets. He had brought 
along 10 identical barrels, 10 identieal steeks, triggers. His time 
was extended, He went back and starting turning out musket 
barrels. And then stoeks, and triggers. He then assembled the 
muskets. The order was completed. 

He was the first man in the world te conceive the principle of 
interchangeable parts. This is the basis of mass production. With- 
out it we would be 10 years, not 19 months, in getting out planes 


and tanks.

well, but they are imagining things. The only dangerous youngsters 
are the ones who have something like an inferiority complex. 

You haven’t one, but some of your remarks indicate that you do 
feel inferior—not inferior to everybody, but to certain people. And 
I suppose all of us are like that. We know people who are hand- 
somer than we are, or better educated, or more accomplished, or 
finer and we feel inferior to them. The feeling simply acknowl- 
edges a fact, and it doesn’t harm anybody. 

But in every town you may find a certain small percentage of 
young people whose sense of inferiority has made them bitter and 
venomous. 

Being ashamed of their immorality, they envy and hate the good; 
being ashamed of their poverty, they envy and hate the well-to-do; 
being ashamed of their humble birth, they envy and hate the well- 
bred: being shamed by any lack or handicap, their resentment de- 
velops into a smoldering hatred for all who are more fortunate. And 
such as these can be very dangerous if given the right opportunity. 

That isn’t guess-work, for we saw how it happened in Germany. 
Good birth and a university degree mean a great deal more over 
there, and voungsters who had neither faced a hard world in which 
they had little hope of “being somebody.” 

Then along came Hitler with a magic word that took away the 
curse of inferiority. The young Nazi was not only superior to 
others because of his pure Aryan blood, but he was privileged to 
strut in a uniform and insult, abuse and beat up the people who 
once seemed so far above him. Envy and hate could ask for noth- 
ing more, 

They weren't all of that type, of course, but the most vicious 
And no wonder they were fanatically loyal to Hitler, for he

were, 
alone held them up, as the king once held up the nobility. 
like the system that makes us somebodies. 

So American youngsters of that type could be dangerous, bit 
they are few. The great majority are dissatisfied and rebellious 
only as you are, and as I was, and as all normal kids are when they 
realize how imperfect the world is.

With each passing day bringing 
us nearer to compulsory military 
training for the men of our great 
nation, the question is, how good 
will the feet of our foot soldiers 
be in the next war? 

I need not recount to you the 
trouble the soldiers had with their 
feet when they were called into 
camp to do active drill duty. The 
medical department of the army 
was not sufficiently manned to 
take care of the minor ailments of 
the soldiers’ feet. 

- Today the situation is no differ- 
ent from that in the last war. In 
the various CMTC camps through- 


out the country the boys are suf- | 


fering from minor foot troubles 
Same as in the last war. In some 
of these camps the facilities are so 
few that it has been necessary 
for the Negro orderly to apply a 
little mercurochrome to blisters 
and stick on a little piece of ad- 
hesive plaster. 

I am not criticizing the medical 
corps of the army. I have the 
greatest respect for them. The 
fault lies in not having proper leg- 
islation to create a branch in the 
army to look after the soldiers’ 
feet. 

There has been introduced 
in the congress and senate of the 
United States a bill, No. HR 4428. 
tn establish a chiropody corps in 
the army and navy. This bill, 
if passed, will place compe- 
lent and skilled hands in the 
army and navy to see that the 
feet of the fighting men will be 
kept in first-class condition. As a 
result, this nation will be spared 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in disability benefits that it paid 
nut after the last war to soldiers 
whose feet were damaged for lack 
of proper care to minor foot trou- 
bles. 

Chiropodists are needed by the 
soldiers in our army just as much 
as the dentists’ service are needed.

Atlanta department store 
for the week ending vesterday 
gained 1 per cent over the pre- 
vious week and 8 per cent over 


the same week last year, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta re- 
ported. 

Sales in the Sixth Federal Re- 
declined 7 per cent below the pre- 
serve district for the same period 
ceding week but showed an in- 
crease of 4 per cent over the same 
week last vear. 

For the four weeks ending yes- 
terday, Atlanta and district sales 
both showed 6 per cent gains over 
the same four weeks of 1939. 

Georgia independent retailers, 
excepting department stores, re- 
ported a June business volume 7.4 
per cent higher than June, 1939, 
the Bureau of Census has an- 
nounced. Report was based upon 
354 stores. 

Atlanta sales in the reporting 
stores totaled $2,516,286 during the 
month; Augusta sales, $165,642: 
Macon, $191,246: Savannah. $250,- 
787, and Columbus, $237.985.

flour—is obvious to anyone who 
has even an elementary knowl- 
edge of human nutrition. 

A proprietary product purport- 
ing to contain vitamin B-1 and 
vitamin G, along with a dash of 
iron and calcium, has now been 
introduced, under the approval of 
the A. M. A. Council on Foods, 
for the country’s bakers to add to 
white bread to bring its level up 
to that of whole wheat bread in 
these particular factors. In the 
announcement the “increased 
manufacturing costs” of the prod- 
uct is mentioned—so the dumb 
lait may as well get ready to pay 
and pay for “restored” bread. 

Instead of going to all that trou- 
ble and expense, the layman with 
any sense at all will lay in a 
bushel or a few pounds of plain 
wheat, the grain as it is grown 
by the farmer—and try his hand 
at preparing various palatable 
dishes with it. Just to get you 
started, I have a monograph 
“Wheat to Eat.” which gives in- 
structions and recipes for the daily 
use of wheat.

Al- 
though it doesnt seem possible 
that your spine could change, the 
sag of the front muscles, coupled 
with gravity, does pull the back 
The incurve of the back 
ratio to the outcurve 
of the abdomen. 

To avoid any strain on the back 
muscles, or on the abdominal or- 
gans, take mat exercises lying on 
the back with knees flexed and 
soles of the feet flat on the floor. 
From this position any number of 
good exercises can be taken. It 
is amazing what exercises to 
strengthen the abdominal muscles 
can do to straighten out a sway 
back.
